Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Applicants contended that Ex Dollinger's argument that it would have been obvious 
to use the claimed amount of thermoplastic adhesive of up to 0.3 percent by weight because it is close enough that 
the ordinarily skilled artisan would have expected it to have similar properties to the disclosed amount of 
thermoplastic adhesive which is as low as 0. 5 parts by weight of thermoplastic adhesive with respect to 1 00 parts by 
weight of water absorbing polymer particles. Applicants cited the disclosure of Mukaida disclosing that less than 0. 5 
parts by weight of thermoplastic adhesive gives lower adhesion to the fibrous material of Mukaida and also degrades 
the Shape-retention of the water absorbing material after water absorption. Ex Dollinger informed Applicants that the 
first argument (lower adhesion to fibrous material) is irrelevant because the fibrous material is not an essential 
element of Mukaida but one embodiment fcol 2 lines 55-67] and are not an element of the claimed invention. Ex 
Dollinger responded to the second argument (that the shape retention degradation) could be considered a deleterious 
effect that does not destroy the invention and that one of ordinary skill in the art would still expect the thermoplastic 
adhesive to perform its intended use at 0.3 percent by weight. Ex Dollinger suggested that Applicants look through 
the specification for evidence that 0.3 percent by weight and 0.5 parts by weight of termoolastic adhesive are in fact 
different or perform experiments that show these two concentrations are in fact different. This might be convincing of 
unexpected results of the claimed invention .

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarl^ Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies 
which bear directly on the question of patentability.

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:
